He was respected and liked 
by his acquaintances, and was a member 
of the Knights of Pythias. His home 
was at 411 West Second street. 

So much for one of the chief actors in 
yesterday's tragedy—the slain. The 
slayer is Ira B. Kilgore, a short, small- 
faced man, 27 years old. He used to bea

Ranney imposed a $5 fine. After that, 
Kilgore carried a revolver—a Smith & 
Wesson thirty-vight. The employés often 
noted its bulge in his hip t. 
also declared that he would tif Old 
ridge attacked him again. 
THE TRAGEDY. 

Yesterday morning, before Mr, Luit- 
weiler came to the factory, Oldridge was 
at work on the second floor, touching up 
a wagon-body with putty. Kilgore went 
up stairs and ordered him, in a not con- 
ciliatory tone, to paint some shafts. ‘I 
don’t receive my orders from you,“ 
answered Oldridge; ‘‘I’m foreman of this 
room. Go down where you belong“ 
—or words to that effect. Kilgore 
went down and reported 
Mr. Luitweiler; and on author- 
ity went back and told Oldridge to obey 
his order or quit the shop. The follow-

Oldridge, 
when thus addressed, turned and threw 
his little putty-knife at Kilgore. It was 
a trifling thing, and even less effective 
ab a weapon than a small screw-driver 
would be. It did not hit Kilgore 
Oldridge stepped down from the wagon- 
bed and advanced toward Kilgore, ordering 
him to go down stairs. He had no 
weapons, nor was there anything about 
with which he could have supplemented 
his fists. Coming to the crate of wheels, 
B, he started to squeeze through between 
that and the row of carriages, at O. It is 
very narrow crack, and to get through 
he had to stoop and edge his left shoulder 
forward through the crack. Kilgore, 
standing at K, with the stairs handy and 
plenty of room besides, did not retreat; 
and as Oldridge was stooping at 2, Kil- 
gore drew from his pocket his revolver and 
fired. The bail struck the unfortunate 
victim in the left arm, two inches below 
the shoulder, and, ranging inward, down- 
ward and backward, pierced the left lung 
and cut the descending branch of the 
aorta. Such a wound is, of course, al- 
most instantly mortal. His fellow- 
workman, Giese, the one eye-witness to 
the murder, ran to him, brought him out 
to 8, and laid him upon the floor, with a 
cushion under his head. The red blood 
trickied out in a slow 1 upon the 
rough floor; and inside five minutes, 
John Oldridge was a corpse. 
_ Kilgore walked up to the police office 
‘with Mr. Luitweiler and surrendered to 
Officer McKeag, who was in charge. He 
said he had shot a man, and guessed he 
had killed him. He was placed in cell 
No.8. At 10:80 he was taken out on a 
warrant from Justice Ranney’s court, 
and glaced in the county jail.

Los Angeles and Requena 
was foreman of my paintshop 
in my employ about a year 
anda half. I was present at his dying 
moments. I was not present—did not see 
the cause of his death. From all appear- 
ances he had been shot. I did not hear 
any shot fired. I had not seen him, before 
his death, since yesterday afternoon. I 
saw Ira B. Kilgore, my bookkeeper since 
the ist of July, this morning, bly 
five minutes before the death of Oldridge, 
in the lower part of my store. I had just 
come in. sent Kilgore to Oidridge 
with a message on that occasion, 
Kilgore had been in my employ 
prior to July, since theſist of January, in 
the capacity of salesman. I sent Kilgore 
to Oldridge to tell him that if he didn’t 
want to touch up those shafts, 


that he had been up stairs and asked 
to touch up a certain pair of 
shafts belonging to a wagon that was 
sold. Kilgore told me that Oldridge said

Then I sent Kilgore up with the 
m I have referred to. I was in the 
office after that, when I heard someone 
ask for me. I came out and saw 
Kilgore; he said he haa shot Old- 
ridge. I went upstairs and saw Mr, 
Oldridge dying. I came  down- 
stairs and told Kilgore that Oldridge was 
dying. He asked me to go with him to 
Police Headquarters, as he wanted to give 
himself up. On the way to the station he 
said that when he got up stairs Oldridge 
threw a putty knife and a cup at him, and 
was Co for him and was within a few 
feet of him when he shot him. Bad feel- 
ing existed between the two men. One 
noon when I came from dinner, about two 
months ago, Kilgore told me that Oldridge 
struck him. And for that he had had 
Oldridge arrested, who, whilst under ar- 
rest and in the custody of Deputy Oon- 
stable Ledbetter, broke loose and struck 
Kilgore, drawing blood and blacking his 
eye. This happened in my presence. 
Prior to that time I knew of no bad blood 


„between them, and since the above stated 


occurrence until to-day I witnessed no 
outburst. After the deceased had beaten

more of Oldridge’s foolishness. 
Mr. Kilgore had him arrested twice, 
and said he would be prepared for the 
next onslaught. After returning from 
the police station I went back to the place 
where Oldridge was, and he was dead. 
When I saw Oldridge before he ceased 
breathing there were inthe room Theo- 
dore Giese and John Oleveland, both in 
my employ. Kilgore went up to Old- 
ridge to order him about the shafts, be- 
cause it was his duty to attend to the 
business in my absence. I reprimanded 
Oldridge after assaulting Kilgore 

second time. Oldridge said 
Kilgore was trying to get him out of a 
job. I told him he was mistaken. Old- 
dridge gave me tounderstand that Kil- 
gore gave his orders in a rude way, but I 
did not hear any complaint from the 
other employés about Kilgore’s manners. 
Ihad informed all my men that they 
must obey Mr. Kilgore, and I told Kil- 
gore to tell Oldridge that if he did not 
want to obey his instructions, in my ab- 


® | sence, he might quit. 


Theodore Giese sworn: I am and have 
been in Mr. Luitweiler’s employ for four 
years. I have kuown Oldri going on 
to two years. I was in the Luitweiler 
building this morning when Oldridge was 
shot. saw the shooting; I was in the 
same room. I stood within fifteen feet of 
the parties. I saw Kilgore when he came 
up the first time. He said to Oldridge: 
“J wish you to touch up those shafts; 
they are liable to go out any time to-day.” 
Oldridge said: ‘I don’t want anything 
to do with you at all, and don’t wish to 
have any orders from you.” Kilgore 
made no reply, and went down stairs; he 
was gone probably five minutes. He re- 
turned then, saying: If you can’t obey 
my orders you can pack up your things 
and quit.“ With that, Oldridge threw a 
putty knifeat him. They were probably 
ten or twelve feet apart. Oldridge then 
started after Kilgore. There was a crate 
of wheels between the two. As Oldridge 
turned around this crate he had to go 
with his left side first, in order 
to watch Kilgore. As he did so, Kilgore 
shot him. Then Oldridge got around the 
crate of wheels, gave me his hand, and 
said: Theo, I am going.“ When Kil- 
gore shot Oldridge they were about four 
feet apart, Oldridge advancing toward 
Kilgore, who was neither backing nor re- 
treating. He was standing still. At the 
time the shot was fired Oldridge was 
passing by the crate, and had just 
reached the corner. There was no ob- 
stacle between them. Oldridge said 
nothing after throwing the putty-knife; 
neither did Kilgore. I saw no weapon in 
Oldridge’s hand whilst advaacing.  Kil- 
gore could have got away if he had 
wanted to. There was no obstacle in his 
rear. Kilgore stood about twenty feet 
from the head of the stairs. Oldridge 
was on the otber side, and Kilgore was at 
all times nearest to the stairs. Kilgore, 


after the shooting, stood there for a few H Wood 


moments looking at Oldridge, and then 
went downstairs. I saw the pistol, a few 
seconds before the shot was fired, but did 
not see Kilgore in the act of drawing it, 
or know which pocket he took it out of. 
When I first saw the pistol the defendant 
held it extended in hand, pointed at 
the deceased, and said, Look out!” 
Oldridge could see the pistol, but the de- 
fendant didn’t give him a chance to get 
out; be shot as scon as he spoke. The 

eceased had no chance to escape. The 
deceased, before the words were spoken, 
was in the act of advancing, but he 
could not make any further advance 
after the words were spoken, because he 
was shot. He then paused for a moment, 
and came to me. I stayed with Oldridge, 
holding him in my arms, after he was 
shot, until he became too weak to stand 
longer; then I let him down on the floor, 
and washed his face. He never spoke, 
after “Theo! I am going!“ 
H three minutes. There 
ill-feeling for 
past two months between the parties. I 
never heard threats uttered by either 
towards the other, but heard Oldridge 
tell Kilgore that he wanted nothing to do 
with him, and wished him to keep away 
from him. Oldridge told me two or 
three weeks ago that if Kilgore came 
around bothering he would lick him. 
The deceased bore s good reputation, and 
was not quarrelsome. The putty knife 
which deceased threw at Kilgore was in 
his hand atthe time. He was working 
with it. A putty knife looks like a table 
knife cut off squarely. I never knew the 
defendant to have a quarrel with any 


body else. I never saw deceased carry 
revolver. All the other * Sgr but 
one recently come, disliked Mr.

In seconds came 
down stairs and inquired for Luitwieler, 
who came in a few seconds from the of- 
fice aid went upstairs. When he came 
down again he and Kilgore went off to- 
gether. Did not see Kilgore’s pistol to- 
day, but saw ita few days after Oldridge 
had whipped him. O talked to 
witness a good deal, and that he did 
not like Kilgore; that if he gave him any 
excuse to do it, he would thump him 
again. He said so ten days ago. He said 
that Kilgore treated him like a dog, but 
of his own knowledge the witness didn’t 
know how Kilgore treated Oldridge. The 
witness told Oldridge that Kilgore had 
said he was prepared for him, and would 
not be sure but that he had told 

that Oldridge would thump him if he 
gave him occasion. 


postmortem, testified that the ball en- 
tered the left shoulder, a quarter of an 
inch below the acromion process. The 
wound was perfectly round, and its 
diameter was a quarter of an inch. There 
were no other marks of violence upon the 
body. The upper part of the left side of 
the pulmonary cavity was filled with 
dark liquid blood, and the lower 

with clotted blood. The ball en in 
the chest cavity, in the second intercostal 
space, one inch above the third rib. The 
internal wound was oblong, and its 
diameter five-eighths of an inch. The 
ball passed through the middle upper 
lobe of the left lung, and, cutting the 
desceuding branch of the aorta about one 
and a half inchés below the arch, struck 
the sixth dorsal vertebra, where some of 
the fragments of it were found, but the 
ball itself was not discovered, though 
searched for carefully, The direction of 
the wound was downward, backward and 
inward. Death was caused by the gun- 
shot wound. 

The defendant, whom his attorney, 
Henry T. Gage, had had present during 
the hearing of the testimony in the ex- 
pectation of letting him make a state- 
ment, did not offer any explanation, and 
the case went to the jury at 6:45 p. m. 
The jury remained out twenty minutes 
and returned at 7:05 with two verdicts. 
The majority verdict says that the de- 
ceased came to his death on the 27th of 
July, from a pistol shot wound inflicted 
by Ira B. Kilgore. It is signed by D. 
Gotthelf, Charles Stoll, Sam Oa- 
minsky, M. H. Kimball, M. Mo- 
Kenzie, Jas. Campbell, D. W. Knowles, 
James A. Wood, J. 8. Dow, 
and J. Schwartz. The minority verdict 
was signed by W. F. Cooper and Frank 
Oakley, and finds that the deceased died 
of a wound inflicted with a pistol by Ira 
B. Kilgore, who discharged the same at 
the deceased, not in self-defense. The 
Coroner took the verdicts, but did not 
approve either at the time of their de- 
livery. The majority of the jury were in 
favor of the minority verdict, but thought 
that it would be better to let the courts 
decide as to the amount of,guilt which 
attaches to Kilgore by his action, and 
signed the first verdict for that reason. 

Mrs. Oldridge arrived by the afternoon 
train from San Pedro, and viewed the re- 
mains of her husband. They will be re- 
moved to the deceased’s house this morn- 
ing, and the funeral will take place thie 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. After the inquest 
the prisoner was taken to supper to a 
restaurant, the prison meal hour being 
past, and afterwards was locked up in 
the county jail.
